She thus be- 
came the wealthiest colored wo- 
man io the world and the cenosure 
of alleyes. The heirs have enter. 
ed a caveat,and a hot legal cor- 
test is auticrpated. Able, astute, 
and eloquent counsel has been 
chosen on each side, and it will 
doubtless become a cause celebre 
in Geogia jurisprudence. The 
colored people not only of Geor- 
gia but of the whole countrya 
wait with great solicitude the vei- 
dict in the case. 

Mr. Dickson, althuugh a south- 
ern gentleman of the old school, 


- exercised his right as a man in 


devising his property to whom he 
would, and exbibited a moral 
courage seldom seen in the sunny 
South. Public sentiment is against 
Mrs. Dickson because she isa col 
ored women, but we trust the jury 
will be blind to prejudice anda 
wake to justice and right, and 
thus show to the country that 
Georgia is truly becoming to bea 
state of “Wisdom, Moderation, 


and Justice.”

At present, the cariosity of the 
American people is being aroused 
to know what the President will 
sayin his Annual Message. Up 
to this time, Mr. Oleveland has

serve the best interests of the 
whole people without regard to par- 
ty, a manifestation which has in- 
spired confidence in the honesty of 
motives, and as a consequence the 
people are willing to give his views 
a fair hearing and an honest criti- 
cism. The President during the 
short period of his incumbency, 
has done quite as well avy one 
could have done under similar 
surroundings. He has not made a 
perfect president but he has made 
fewer mistakes than any president 
of which we have knowledge. He 
has made some yery bad appoint- 
ments andhe has made some very 
good ones and he was not slow ip 
confessing his fault in the first in- 
stance by insisting upon a more 
thorough investigation of the ap- 
plications and endorsements of 
claimants to office nor in reassur- 
ing the public by steady persis- 
tence in the rule insisted upon. 
Hence the temper of the people 
is jastin the proper condition to 
read dispassionately the ideas 
which will be contained in the 
message. Whether he will stand 
by his convictions regarding Civil 
Service, Finance and organic re- 
forms, or follow the beaten track 
of the average president, is the 
question. If he be successfal in 
establishing a firm an honest basis 
of Civil Service he will have gain- 
ed tie plandit of his fellow coun- 
trymen and deserved a name 
among the first of Presidents. This 
would take from the hands of polli- 
ticians the dangerous instrument 
which has been used to advance 
the individual at the expense of 
the best interests of the many. 
Bat there is something far more 
important which the colored peo- 
ple would like to see in his mes- 
sage—it isan unequivocal expres- 
siov, touching the rights of Ameri 
can citizens, ofall color and condi- 
tions and some practical sugges 
tions touching the methods of pre- 
venting the worst forms of intimida 
tion and bigh handed 
political thievery. If Mr. 
Cleveland demands tair treatment 
of the colored people ‘and insists 
upon the paseage of acts fo insure 
it, it will be a question highly 
problematical as to what the next 
few years will do in determining 
the politiceal convictions and ap- 
plication of the colored voter.

Shall we continue to slumber on 
amidst a race who, though thou- 
sands of years in advance of us, 
are not content, but are still toiling 
and striving to set the standard of 
civilization higher? Must it be 
said of us that we are oblivious to 
the promwptings of that higher 
sense of duty that has made the 
Anglo-Saxon great? 

This should not be so. We 
shonid take a livelier interest in the 
advantages afforded us and endeav- 
orto show to the world that we 
are abreast of the civilization that 
surrounds es. This matter should 
be thoroughly discussed in society, 
and thus those that are now ina 
state of lethary will be imbued with 
its importance and will avail them- 
selves of the rich opportunities 
surrounding them.

FALSE REPRESENTATIONS 
ABOUT AFRICA. 


PROF. STEWART DENOUNCED. 


WASHINGTON, D. C, Nov. 21st. ’85, 
Editor of the Bee: 


Your paper of this date contains 
the following: ‘Prof. Stewart 
comes out iu a letter stating that 
neither he nor Prof. Browne will 
return to Africa.” Please do me 
the justice and my friends the fa- 
vor to insert the following state- 
ment in the next issue of the Ber. 

Of this letter I know nothing. 
I returned to this country, asI stat 
ediu the New York Sun shortly 
alter my arrival, to urge apon the 
Americyn Boards interested in Li- 
berian Colleges the absolute necessi 
ty of their heeding the‘conviction 
of His Excellency, Presideut John- 
son, the noblest Liberian of them 
all; viz, “I am _ still decidedly of 
opinion, that the more work the 
friends in Awerica can do indepen- 
dently of the Board here (Liberia) 
the betterit will be. Only those 
who have witnessed it, can form an 
idea of the petty, low, mean, polit- 
ical tricks played in eduvational 
work here.” | 


For this purpose alone I retarn- 
ed: and worked to accomplish: it 
till it was discovered that the treas- 
urer of the New York Board had 
made some very unfortunate inves- 
ments of the funds, which now- 
make it impossible for these friends 
to prosecute any but a very limited 
educational work. Hence I am no 
longer connected wiith Liberian 
College, which fuct I regret because 
of the possibilities of this institu- 
tion if it only can be put in the prop 
er hands. That [did my best to 
secure its proper management, the 
best people in Liberia, the Board 
in America and several of the ablest 
scholars and educators of this 
country have testified in terms of 
which those much worthier than I 
would be proad. 

The very day on which I receiy- 
ed the flattering resolations reluc- 
tantly desolving my relation with 
Liberian College and thus commen. 
ding me toothers; we most cordi- 
ally commend him asa Christian 
gentleman and a scholar to those 
who are engaged in African Chris- 
tianization, believing as we do that 
bis heart is set upon that great 
work. 1 began my application to 
the Board of Fureign Missions of 
the Presbyterian Cbureh for an in- 
dustrial educational work amo.g 
the Vey people. My plans for this 
work have been adopted and I am 
now under my second appointment 
to Africa, where I intend spending 
my active life. IL went of my own 
accord to Africa. No one persnad- 
ed me. Now that I have been, my 
contract with the free-born native 
African, iu bis beautifal country, 
has madeit impossible for me tv 
labor willingly any where eige, 
Itisiu bimandin Africa that I 
behold the solution of th} much 
discussed ‘‘Negro problem.” The 
free-boru native African alone pos- 
sesses the potentialities requ site 
to demwoustrate the fact that the 
Negro is ‘“‘a man and a brother.” 
I glory in the opportunity given me 
to spend and be spent in the cause 
of Christian education in Africa; 
and I believe most implicitly that 
this will become, in a few years, 
the most cherished aud auxiously 
sought field of labor of the enlight- 
eved colored men and women of 
the United States. Already tbou- 
sands of us devoutly join in Dr. 
Livingston’s dying prayer: ‘That 
God’s richest blessing may fall up- 
ou every one who attempts to re- 
press the slave trade, uproot idola- 
try, establish, pure homes, com- 
merce and education and found 
permanent Christian institation in 
Africa.” 

Regarding Prof. Stewart, I have 
refused repeatedly since Oct. 23rd, 
1883 to have any thing to do with 
him. Ty my sorrow I have learned 
that he is neither honest nor truth. 
ful. To be charitably frank, I real- 
ly believe him not as sane as he 
might be. 

When he ran away fiom Liberia 
atthe begining of Dr. Blyden’s 
attack on the “new professors,” 
which Stewart himself caused,

THE DICKSON WILL 


Sparta, Ga., Nov. 14.—Begin- 
ning on Monday the 16 inst., there 
will be held a special term of 
Hancock superior court for the tri- 
al of one of the most interesting 
cases in the legal annals of Geor- 
gia. It isthe contest over the 
willofthe late David Dickson 
of this county. 
Mr. Dickson died on the 138th 
ot Febuary last. It was found that 
he had left a will and it was open 
ed about three weeks after bis 
death, There were bequests of 
$5,000 each to four of bis sister’s 
children. To five or six others 
there wére soaeeets of $2,000 euch 
and toa half dozen others $1,000 
each was given. Besides provid 
ing for these and a few minor be- 
ques's, he directed that the execu- 
tors of his will, Chas. M. Du Boss 
and J. T. Warren should receive 
$2,500 each for their services. 
These items while amounting to a 
considerab'e sum aggregate but a 
smali portion of the estate which 
was worth about 


4U0 THOUSAND DOLLARS. 


The great bulk of this superb 
property was bequeathed to 
Amanda Dickson, a colored wo- 
man in trust to her two mulatto 
children. The fortunate legatee 
is about 45 years old. Mr. Dick- 


mother a handsome property be- 
fore his deatb. 
from Sparta in the centie of an 
enormous plantation, covering 380, 
000 acresof land. Until he was 
over 60 years of age, he was a bach 
elor, acd a man of solitary babits. 
He seldom went to S; arta aud the 
chief break in*his monotony of his 
life was his annual visit to Au- 
gusta. He attended regular the 
Gvorgia railroad conventions in 
that city, because he was one of 
the earliest subscribers to that 
roud and one of the largest stock- 
holders in it. 

In 1870 he marriea Miss Clara 
Harris of this couuty. She lived 
as his wite for about two years 
and died childless. Mr. Dickson, 
though little known personally to 
many of the citizens of his own 
county, was fumous asthe 


MOST SUCCESSFUL FARMER 


in Georgia. Many years ago he 
wrote a book on fa ming which is 
still regarded as an cxcellent work. 
His cotton crop never fell short of 
1,000 bales, but he raised plenty 
of corn and meit. ‘Ihe estate as 
he left it consisted of about 
$90,000 in money, bonds and 
80,000 acres of fine farming lands 
in Hancock, Washington and 
Warren counties. He had spent 
large sums in imprevements on 
his plantutious, His residence was 
a big Swooden structure, which 
from time to time had been add- 
ed toand changed, until it bad 


‘become an architectual conum- 


drum. 
The farm builuings were all 
erected inthe most substantial 


style. He expended over $10,000 
in the construction of ponds about 
his home aud took pride in the 
culture of fish. 

He acquired for a smal! sum, 
some lands near Fort Worth, 
Texas, soon after the war, and 
th: y sorapidly in value that 
when he deeded them away, to a 
nephew a few years before his 
death, they were worth over 


FIFTY THOUSAND DOLLARS, 


The morning he died he called 
for his favorite saddle horse ad- 
rode several mils over bis plan 
tation. On returing to his house 
he complained ofa pain in his side 
and lying dowu on his bed exp '- 
ed in afew minutes.

‘THE LAST OF RIEL. 


Particulars of the hanging of Louis Riel, 
the leader of the late rebellion in Manitoba, 
are given in the following dispatch from Re 
gina, Northwest Territory: 

Louis Riel was hanged at the barracks of 
the mounted police forte, near this city, for 
high treason against the queen of Ureat 
Britain at 8:23 o'clock this morning. At oa 
mile from the barracks mounted patrols chal- 
lenged all persons and compellel them to 
disclose written Two other 
lines of guards were stationed at points 
nearer the post, and bere the same pre- 
cautions were observed. No ono was per- 
mitted to enter the guard room until 5:12 
o'clock. The scene presented then was that 
of Riel on the scaffold with Pere Audre anil 
Father McWilliams with him, celebrating 
mass. Heil was on bis knees, wearing a loose 
woo'en surtout, gray trousers, and a woolen 
shirt. On his feet were nmioccasins. He receive! 
the notice to proceed to the scaffold in the 
same composed manner shown on the pre- 
ceding night on receiving the warning of bis 
fate. His face was full of color, ani he ap- 
peared to have complete self-possession, re- 
sponding to the service in a clear tone. The 
scaffoki had been erected within a contract- 
ed inclosure immediately in the rear of tho 
guard-house, and the only view of it was 
through a window immeliately under a 
rafter. The last sacrament was taken by 
thecondemned man within the guard-house 
proper, and near the opening which led to 
the scaffold. 

When the moment came for Riel to have 
bis arms and hands pinioned he kept looking 
up, slowly repeating his prayers. lie then 
walked t gh the opening and down the 
narrow stairway with his head turned away 
from the few civilians and golilicrs who stool 
about the opening. When he was about to 
take his Po on thetrap the deputy sherilf 
asked if he had anything tesay. He tarned 
to his confessor, l’ere Andre, and inquired: 

“Shall I not say a few words?”  ‘‘No,’ 
quickly replied the priest in French, “make 
this your last sacrifice aud you will be re- 
waried.” Riel turned and remarked in Eng. 
lish, “I bave nothing more to say.” There 
was some delay in aljusting the noose, but 
Riel did not remark upon it, and as the white 
cap closed over him he was. heard distinctly 
repeating his prayers. There was hardly a 
quiver as the drup fcll,and his death was pro- 
nounced an easy one. 

In the night Pere Andre urged upon Riel 
not to attempt an address upon the scaffold, 
and suggested that a reprieve might still be 
on its we! but this idea Riel strenuously re- 

lied. He addressed a letter in the night to 

is mother and tohis sister which touched 
upon the affection he bore them. He added 
a codicil to his wil! specifying that he desired 
his body to be laid Ly the side of. his father’s 
in St. Boniface cemetery,at Winnipeg, which 
request will be carried cut He prayed almost 
continuously in the wight. He directed a 
prayer to his friends in the United States, 
where he declared most o{ them were, and 
again for his frien|lsin Quebec. He prayei 
for bis lawyers, speaking of their efforts in 
his behalf and of their going te England for 
bim The attending priest told him it was 
his duty to pray for his enemies. He replied: 
“That is so,” and at once began to pray in 
English for the premier of Canada, but he 
asked that the government might soon be re- 
lieved from his rule. 


The Newsin Canada, 

Intense excitement was aroused among the 
French Canadians by the news of Kiecl’s 
banging. In Montreal a crowd of more than 
12,000 people assembied end burned effigies of 
Sir John McDona'd, the Canadian premier, 
and other cabinet ministers. Turbulent 
masses went through the sitréets singing 
French songs, andthe police were for the 
time powerless. In Quebec the excitement 
was also very great, and many flags were 
displayed at balf-mast. 


Riel’s Career. 

Louis David Rie! was born in 1844 at Wolf 
River, British America, and was descended 
from an Irish family named O'Reilly. His 
father was Jean Baptiste Keil, a trapper and 
hunter well-known in the Northwest Terri- 
tory, and his mother wasan Indian. In 1849 
the elJer Riel led an attack by the half-breeds 
and Indians against the Hudson’s Bay com- 
pany, and he at last became so power/ul 


that the corporation purchased his 
favor and made him an  under-factor. 
When Louis Riel was a boy, Friar 


(now Archbisbop) Tache, then a missionary, 
discerned in him elements of character which 
he fondly believed could be developed to the 
special profit of the Indians and half-breeds. 

e attached the boy to himse!f and for years 
Riel served as an acolyte and in other ways 
assisted the missionary in his labors. In time 
Riel was transferred to St. Mary's college, 


Montreal, where he pursued a_ col- 
legiate course and received honors in 
one or two departments While 


ood results followed his training there, the 

nstincts of early life were not weakened. 
After his college course he studied law, but 
without success. Returning to the North- 
west, be in 1569 startled his former associates, 
who had rever been inipressed with his attain- 
ments, by leading the first half-breed revolt. 
The Hudson Bay company had transferred 
its territory on the Red and Assiniboin rivers, 
and the half-breeds were afraid they would be 
driven from their homes. Under Riel’s leader- 
ship they demanded the right toelect their own 
legislature, a free homestead and pre-emption 


law. The governor of Manitoba was driven 
out of the country by Riel’s forces’ In 1870 
the rebels dispersed on the appearance of 
General Wolseley’s expedition, aud the Red 
river campaign closed without bloodshed. 
For some time Kiel remained in hiding. 
While still an outlaw he was elected to the 
Dominion parliament for Provenchei, and 
actually mee inthe house and signed 
the roll. hen he disappeared azain, finding 
refuge in Montana, where he acted as a pro 
fessor in a Jesuit college. Late in 1884 he re 
turned to the Northwest. His offer-to leave 


the country for $5,00) not being ac 
cepted, Riel fomented the upris 
ing which led to bis death. Genera’ 


Middleton, commanding the Dominion mili 
tia, after much skirmishing and fighting. 
routed the rebels at Batouche on May 11,158). 
Four days later Riel was captured. He was 
tried before Judze Richardson at Regina, bis 
counsel pleading insanity, but Riel himself 
declaring that he was sane. He was sen- 
tenced to be hanged, but was reprieved. 
Strong, but ineffectual e!forts were made by 
French-Canadians to have his sentence com- 
muted, an unsuccessful avpeal being made 
to the English government.

 LYNCHERS IN COURT. 


Carolina Citizens 


Thirty-one ‘South 
Arraigned For Marder. 


An Edgefield (8. C.) dispatch gives the 
following details of the indictment of thirty- 
one citizens for lynching a man who had 
been charged with murder, The case ha* 
attracted great attention in the South: 


When the long and tedious indictment 
against the thirty-one citizens accused of 
lynching T. O. Cu.bieath bad been read to- 

ay and the prisoners had putin a plea of not 
guilty and had asked in the usual form to be 
tried by “God and my country,” the clerk in- 
quired: 

**Are you ready for trial?” 

Senator Butler moved for a continuance. 
Attorney-General Miles said it was no matter 
for bim to discuss but rested solely with the 
court. He said the State was ready. The 
attorneys for the defense then had the wit- 
nesies ca led and forty of them failed to 
answer. Arguments for a continuance were 
then made by Senator Butler, Lieutenant- 
Governor Sheppard and Major Gary, of 
Augusta. 

va4.¢ Hudson, after carefully reviewing 
the points made by the prisoners’ counsel, 
addei to their objections the fact that the 
condition of the public mind in Edzefield 
county would nut warrant.a fair and impar- 
tial trialatthe present time He granted 
the motion for a continuance, 

Attorney-Genera! Miles then read an order 
recomnmitting to the custody of the sheriff 
the eight persons who had been bailed up to 
this termof court. The counsel for the de 
fense contended that tbe bai! bond was in 
effect until the parties were actually tried. 
Judge Hudson said if any other application 
was to ble mede in relaton to these 
prisoners Dow was the time to 
make it. Senator Butler then made a 
motion to bave all the thirty-one accused 
released on bail until the nextterm of court. 
Upon this proposition each of the three lead- 
ing attorneys for the defense mado stirrin zs 
speeches. Lieutenant-Guvernor Sheppard's 
remarks were given with great feeling and 
dignity and scemed to make a profound im- 
pression He took the grounds that the ac- 
cused were among the very best men in the 
country. Home of them had represented the 
peop-e im the councils of the State. 
They would surely answer to their 
names when caiiled upon. The extraor- 
dinary spectacle was presented, he said, 
of thirty-one men, eight of them out on bail, 
remiaining quietly in the jail, from which 
they could have easily escaped bad they de- 
sireitodoso. They were mostly men of 
japuly, and eighty children were depending 
on them. The judge must know that they 
did not contemplate flight. They were gen- 
tlemen of chatacter and standing in the com- 
munity, and would be ready to defend them- 
selves against the grave charge against them 
when the proper time should come. 

Judge Hudson spoke kindiy and feelingly 
about the (ase, and to the arguments made 
by the attorneys for the prisoners he added 
the dancer to the bealth of the thirty-one 
prisoners if they had toremain ina jail not 
well calculated to stand the winter weather. 
He thea granted bail in the sum of $2,500 for 
each of the accused, and directed the eight 
previously bailed to surrender themselves to 


the sheriff’ and be included in the 
new bail bonds. He permitted the 
accused to remain in the court- 


house while their bo» 1s were being prepared, 
in charge of the sherf, and at 6 o'clock ad- 
journed the court rv-til to-morrow at 10 
o'clock.

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How to Treat Sudden Wounds, 

In a recent lecture Dr. L. Woodbrid 
on the subject ‘‘What to do in case of a 
sudden wound when a surgeom is not at 
hand,” said in part: 

‘‘An inexperienced would natu- 
rally close the lips of the wound 4s 
guickly as ible and apply a bandage. 
if the wound is bleeding woe! kes no 
artery is spouting blood, the thing 
to be done is to wash it with water at an 
ordinary temperature. To every pint of 
water add either five grains of corrosive 
sublimate, or two and a half teaspoonfuls 
of carbolic acid. If the acid is used add 
two teaspoonfuls of glycerine to prevent 
its irritating the wound. If there are 
neither of these articles in the house, add 
four tablespoensfuls of borax to the 
water. Wash the wound, close it, and 
apply a compress of a folded square of 
cotton or linen. Wet it in the solution 
used for washing the wound, and ban- 
dage down quickly and firmly. If the 
bleeding is profuse a sponge dipped in 
very hot water and wrung out in cloth, 
should be applied as quickly as possible. 
If this is not available use ice, or clothes 
wrung out in ice water. If a large vein 
or artery is spouting, it must be stopped 
at once by compression. This may be 


“done by a rubber tube, wound around 


the arm tightly above the the elbow or 
above the knee, where the pulse is felt to 
veat; or an improvised torniquet may be 
used. A hard-apple, or stone, is placed 
in a folded nandkerchief, and rolled 
firmly in place. This bandage is then 
placed so that the hard object rests on 
the point where the artery beats, and is 
tied loosely around tne arm. A stick is 
then thrust through the loos? bandage 
and turned till the blood ceases.” 
Poultry Houses. 

To begin with, the houses must not 
only be air-tight, but be heated by the 
sun or artificial heat. The building may 
be a lean-to, fronting the south or south- 
west, with windows in front; or made 
with a roof having a long slope on the 
south side, with an ordinary greenhouse 
sash to six feet, and a short slope of roof 
at the rear. Such a house may ‘ave the 
rear walls five feet and the front ones 
three to four feet high, while the peak of 
the roof is only seven. This affords 
standing room for a man, doors five feet 
high at one end, and in the partitions 
anple room for roosts, nests, ete. The 
perches should be as near the centre of 
the space in the roosting room as |osst- 
ble, as they are thus out of the way of 
draughts. Let the perches be low, say 
two and a half feet high, or even two 
fect would be better. Proper means 
should be taken to ventilate the house, 
and dust baths, etc., judiciously placed 
in convenient places. The floor should 
be made of plank, stone or cement, but 
the best possible article is sifted coal 
ashes, levelivd, wet and pounded hard, 
say three inches in depth. The wood- 
work ought to be made of plancd stuff, 
so that it can be painted in the joints 
when put up, which fills up the cracks, 
and greatly reduces the hiding places of 
vermin, Painting will not interfere with 
the subsequent whitewashing. Double- 
glazed sashes are essential, for in moder- 
ately cold weather the moisture from the 
breath of the fowls does not deposit on 
these as on single-glazed sashes, where it 
not only gathery, but afterward drips. 
In the roosting ,oom about two and a 
half feet is required for cach fowl, and a 
room equally as large for a feeding room 
in winter, with a good run in a sunny, 
sheltered yard,
